20 per cent Increase which author- 
izes the payment of full pension 
or compensation to veterans who 
are hospitalized or domiciled {n 
veterans’. institutions, Heretofore 
those veterans were limited to $20 
of thelr full monthly payments, and 
in certain cases to $8 The new 
regulations do not affect the $1,500 
uceumulations now permitted for 
yelerans declared mentally incom- 
pelent, The Veterans’ administration 
estimates cost of the new legisla- 
tlon will be approximately $208,- 
500,000 for the first year, Increases 
nre effective as of September 1, 
but Inasmuch os the monthly bene- 
fit payments. are not to be pald in 
advance, the Inereased rates will 
not be reflected in any payments 
made before Octuber 1, 1946, 

Here’s the way {t ‘works, Sup- 
pose a veteran in & hospital obtains 
a penslon of $60 per month, Here- 
tofore he has been able to draw 
only $20 per month while he fg in 
the hospital and In some {nslances 
as low os $8, New he will get the 
full $60, However, if he fs tn the 
hosplta) for more than six months, 
he capnot draw more than $30 per 
month beyond the six-month pe- 
riod, but when he Is discharged 
from. treatment or care, hid wil re- 
ceive a lump sum equal to the 
amount which wag withheld after 
the six-month period, 

If treatment or care fs terminated 
by the veloran without approval of | 
ihe VA then any amount withheld 
will not be pald until six months
